tnke place .before two justices and will 
he".sp'ecially assigned while, a special 
jury will be empanelled to consider the 
evidence. 


The grand jury made its report at 


the court house, in Gorharn street this 
forenoon with Judge Raymond on the 
bench and Clerk Ralph Smith .also in 
attendance. It. was- Judge Dayipond's 
first appearance at a Middlesex coun- 
ty court and it was also unusual for 
Clerk Smith to attend a criminal ses-. 
sion, his presence being due to the ill- 
ness of John A. Ambrose, who looks 
after the criminal sessions.

of the court Jlr. Smith is called upon 
to substitute for County Clerk

taken from persons engaged in th 
handling of milk and employed by th 
dealer whose milk is held responslbl- 
for the present trouble. 
More tests 


were taken today and the result of 
these tests will be made known in 
day or two. 
The board of health allows that i 


may have 100 cases or more on its 
hands before the epidemic subsides 
and if they are very severe cases i 
will -undoubtedly mean a number of 
deaths. ' The board, however, is opti- 
mistic, and believes that /Jbe eases 
will not be. of the very severe type, 
for it Is well known that the waves 
of the disease are not so dangerous 
times. 
Typhoid epidemics prove thai 


Sometimes the disease comes in all its 
fury and at other times it seems less 
anxious to kill. 
Last year 91 cases of typhoid fever 


-=ff^T3 reported at the office of the board 
of health and eleven of these, cases 
proved fatal. The number of cases in 
1908 
was 188; 73 in 1907 and 34 In 


1906. 
The last typhoid fever epidemic 


was in 1903 and the number of cases 
was 238. The death total was 26. 


As a general rule the fever called 


typhoid does not attack persons under 
fifteen or over 40 years of age, but nf 
course there are a great many ex- 
ceptions to the rule. The average age 
of typhoid victims is said 
to be 25. 


The first twenty cards received at the 
office of the board of health during the 
present epidemic gave the 
following 


ages: 
20, 25, 8, in. 18, 20, 17, 
17, 15, 


41, 7, 40, 57, 21. 44, 39, 19, 41, 31 and SI. 


Within a few days the board of 


health will be able to size the situa- 
tion up more thoroughly. The doctors 
will then know about what to expect 
as to the number of cases. The cause 
has been removed and it will requiro 
time to ascertain how great has been 
the spread of the disease. 


A reporter for The Sun asked a 


member of the board of health toda.y 
why the milk was not examined for 
typhoid germs and the reply was that 
the board is not In a position to make 
these examinations. 
A blood tost is a 


very simple tiling as compared with 
nn examination of milk for some speci- 
fic germ.

apart from the rest of the family, and 
lie should be nursed by one person 
only. 
No furniture should be allowed 


in the room excepting that absolutely 
necessary; and all articles ditflcult to 
disinfect 
(such 
as 
woolen 
carpets, 


heavy curtains and drapery) should be 
removed from the room. 


Upon the recovery, removal or death 


of the patient, the sick room, with Its 
furniture, bedding and clothing must 
be thoroughly disinfected, under the 
direction of the board of health.

men and more or less serious Injuries 
to nine others, including Lieut.

The accident happened far from any 


shore, and for several hours the wildest 
rumors circulated through the commu- 
nities; that having widest circulation 
being to the effect that the Delaware, 
slstor ship of the North Dakota, had 
been blown up. 
Admiral Sohrooder't Report 


Rear Admiral Seaton gchroeder, com- 


manding the Atlantic fleet, late yester- 
day made the following statement of 
the accident:

After naming tho dead snd Injured, 
stating that the three who were dead 
were "killed outright," Admiral Schroe- 
der adds:

Murfln was In the fire room at the time 
of the accident and was burned, but not 
seriously. 


"The commander-in-chief immediate- 


ly upon the anchoring of the squadron 
proceeded on the supply tender Yank- 
ton to the North Dakota to personally 
attend the operations. 
The fire was 


completely under control before he ar- 
rived, and after ascertaining ns many 
facts as possible, he returned to tho 
Connecticut In Hampton roads. 


"Tho 
North Dakota, shortly after the 


accident, anchored off Thimble shoal 
lighthouse. The wounded men, who are 
severely but not seriously burned, were 
removed from the North Dakota to tho 
hospital ship Solace and a/e receiving 
the best medical attention.1'

The prompt re- 
sponse of her men to the ship's fire cal 
resulted in quick extinguishment, and 
avortcd a threatened calamity. 


The North Dakota's magazines are 


lined with cork, sheathed inside.

the North Dakota, is a Tennesaean,

formerly commanded the St. 


Louis, and was tmtll recently naval aide 
to Asst. Sec. Winthrop of the navy de 
partment. He has had 37 years of naval 
service, including 19 years at sea. 


The North Dakota is ft first-clnss bat- 


tleship and was launched from the yard 
of the Fore River shipbuilding com- 
pany Nov. 10. 1908. She has a. length 
over all of BIS feet 9 Inches and a dis- 
placement of 20,000 tons. 2000 tons in 
excess of the original British Dread- 
nought. 


She carries 24 guns and has engines 


of 25,000 horse power. It was estimated 
that when formally taken over by the 
government 
from the builders 
the 


North Dakota cost at least $7,000,000, 
the contract price of her hull and ma- 
chinery alone being $4,377,000.

SEND ABLE MEN TO THE SCHOOL BOARD 


. Lest we forget, let us thus early remark that it would be well for the 


dempo'rats of this city, who are gerrymandered into a minority, to send'a 
few of their very best men to the school board. 


It is fresh in the minds of our citizens how one of,the most-radical 


changes.put through by the school board in years was engineered by a few 
republicans and clinched almost before the democrats awoke lo what was 
going on:

The training school which for years had been regarded as the corner-

good recommendation on leaving a country school. If she be diplomatic she 
can be very gracious towards the committee which, when the time comes, 
may give her a "boost." She .imn tell the farmers thnt their children are 
very bright and destined for great careers. That will make her populnr for 
all time with (he farmers so complimented. 


The fact is, that under the present rule of the school 
honrd 
any 


teacher who has taught a year outside Lowell, provided she be well recom- 
mended, can find a place in the schools of Lowell whether her actual 
(jualifications be as represented or not. 


It has often been the case thnt the worst teacher in such cases csn 


procure the .best testimonials, a fact that proves beyond a doubt that the 
rule adopted by the school board is not a safe one by any means. Nor do 
we believe that a visit by one of the supervisors to the teacher's home fol- 
lowed by a personal, interview will enable him to pass upon 
her merits 


as a teacher. 


The only way in which a teacher can be properly tested is by work in 


the class room under skilled supervision. 


The school board would have shown better judgment if it had pro- 


vided for the appointment, of Normal school graduates on probation, nnd 
required them to rolnt.u among the schools, Iho grammar masters to puss 
iipon the work of nil the probation teachers in their respective schools.

World 
yesterday prints the first of a series of 
articles on Theodore Roosevelt, and the 
supreme court by George H. Earle.

velt would not look at—had been pre 
sented, the trust confessed its guilt b 
settling for between $2,000,000 and $3, 
000,000 damages. 


"After Mr. Roosevelt went, out-of of 
fice, President Taft's 
attorney-genera 


Mr. TVlckersham. took the evidenc 
which Receiver Earle had offered t 
Mr. Roosevelt, and had the officers o 
the sugar trust indicted. Owing to th 
delay, some of them were able to plea 
the statute of limitations, but thel 
fate Is still in the hands of the courts.

ing outlived three wives and 12 chil- 
dren and having survived three wars. 


Maj. Monroe's assertion that he is a 


son of tho famous president, during 
whose administration tho Monroe doc- 
trine was promulgated, is nothing new 
to his acquaintances In this city, in 
which he has been a summor- resident 
for more than 60 seasons. He has nev- 
er been called upon to prove his asser- 
tion, although no biography of James 
Monroe mentions the fact of his having 
had a son. 


This apparent oversight on the part 


of the historians Is due, says Maj. 
Monroe, to the fact that little was ever 
known of the personal life of his father. 
Maj. Monroe says he- is a son by a 
second marriage, his mother's family 
name being Lauder. Here there is an- 
other seeming oversight by tho histori- 
ans, as only one marriage is mentioned 
In the biographies of President Monroe 
and that was to Miss Kourtwright of 
Ne-w York. 


Maj. 
Monroe says he was born in 


Richmond, Va.', on July 4, 1S1G. 
Upon 


tho'death of his father in 1S31, he says, 
ho passed Into tho hands of a- guardi- 
an, by whom ho was taken to South 
Africa, where he remained 
several 
years. 


Returning to America ibeforo 
tho 


outbreak of the civil war, he served aa 
major In an artillery regiment from 
Richmond. After- the war he Served as 
a'private in the French army" during 
the Franco-Prussian war, and -was 
wounded at the siege of-Paris. 
Later 


he wandered • about in many countries 
and finally entered the Boer army in 
the war with England, serving under 
Gen. 
Kronje and Gen. Dewet. 
After 


this he returned to America .and has 
since lived in this country in retire- 
ment. He says one of his sons Is alive' 
but he does not know where he is. 


"I am beginning to fee) lonely," he 


declared, "and I think I will marry for 
the fourth time."

BOSTON, Sept. 9.—Four trunks be- 


longing to a woman passenger on tho 
steamship Saxonia. were held by the 
customs officials at the pier at East 
Boston yesterday pending an investi- 
gation by the appraisers 
department.

The board Is taking find Intends to 
take the most drastic measures to 
prevent a further spread of tho dread- 
ed typhoid. Besides being put out of 
business, temporarily, tho dealer lias 
been ordered to fumigate all buildings 
:ised In his milk business, to collect all 
bottles from his customers and sterilize 
them, to discharge his present help and 
hire new help for time being and to 
send his cows to some other place un- 
til all danger of contagion has passed. 


Customers of the dealer in ques- 


tion awoke thia morning to find them- 
selves without tho usual supply .of milk 
at the door and It was but natural 
for them to suppose that the milk had 
been stolen. A little later, however, a 
man came around and told the milk- 
less customers they would have to get 
milk elsewhere for tho tlmo being as 
he had had some trouble with tho 
board of health. 


In the course of its investigations the 


board found that one o£ the employes 
of the dealer had typhoid and the 
board will make blood tests of all who 
have had anything to do with the 
handling of milk at his place 


Tho dealer has a herd of 30 cows 


and besides the milk produced by these 
cows he takes from .eight producers 
.located In the surrounding towns. The 
hoard says it was through one of 
these producers that the dealer's milk 
became contaminated in the first place, 
through no fault of the dealer's, but 
owing to a-n Indiscriminate use of the 
milk cans, all of the dealer's milk cans 
nnd bottles are under suspicion and 
all milk under suspicion has been des- 
troyed at the orders of the board of 
health.
